Washington.—"Over

est fighting, but was In France for 
less than six months, they gave bim a 
blue service stripe, while the man 
wlio was at Bordeaux, or some other 
place miles removed from the fight­ 
ing, was given a gold stripe if he 
was in France for six months.

how this does not seem right. 
In the United States today the Red 
Cross officials are decorating the wom­ 
en who worked for the cause for a 
fixed number of hours. 
Conditions of

women who worked for a short time 
urn! those who worked for a long time,

The marquis thought 
nothing of It except t hut it was life 
und It was the accepted and accept­ 
able thing. 
It was a little different 
In Baris at the first, for the marquise, 
unlike her husband the marquis, did 
not know at the first how she could 
accept the kind of companionship at 
home which he so gladly accepted In 
the field, hut the marquise atwin dis­ 
covered that real companionship could 
be had with people who never saw 
the Inside of her gates. 
W ar has leveled socinl ranks In 
Washington as It did In Baris. 
I low- 
long they will remain leveled no one 
knows, hut It Is probably a goodly 
and a Godly thing that certain events 
have happened. 
The women of this 
town are broader minded, more kind 
ly In their Judgments and harder work 
Ing than ever they were before in their 
lives. 
It Is difficult for them today 
to turn away from the work of three 
years to give themselves over to the 
piny of other years. 
They probably 
will find work for their hands to do 
even when the peace pact Anally Is 
signed and the world settles back Into 
something like a semblance of the for­ 
mer proprieties.

Washington bv Democratic lenders for 
the presidential nomination are Wil­ 
liam Gibbs McAdoo, Uhatiip Glurk and 
Jam es M. Fox of Ohio. 
The Republicans are watching the 
booms of the various sons of the faith. 
The Progressive Republicans at their 
recent conference in Chicago virtual­ 
ly declared that they were Republic­ 
ans and Intended to remain Republi­ 
cans, but that their endeavor would 
b** to see that progressive principles 
were espoused by the party, and that 
they would us** their hest efforts to

C andidates for the presidential nom­ 
ination ar** numerous, more numerous 
In the Republican party than in the 
Democratic party, but It must be un- 
dersttHsl that no one of these men yet 
has declared openly that he has high 
hopes in his own behalf.

Republicans Seeking Harmony. 
On the Republican side the names 
most prominently mentioned today are 
Leonard Wood, W arren G. Harding, 
Hiram W. Johnson, Philander t ’btise 
Knox, William ll.

Lowden, 
So far as the Republican party Is 
concerned the leaders admit that the 
differences between the progressives 
aud the old diners, or the regulars as 
they prefer to be called, lutist be ad­

Soma of the Re­ 
publican leaders say that congress it­ 
self will do a g»*od deal to Iron out 
the wrinkles of discord.

$500.tjoi* would be added to the yearly 
income subject to income tax togeth­ 
er with the regular tax upon the aver 
age income with tile result that the 
Income tax might be greater than the 
insurance benefit for which the cor­ 
poration had been paying for years. 
It is anticipated the clause will be 
amended.
